On 25 March 1999, applicants filed International 
Application PCT/FR99/0 0691 , which designated the United 
States, and which claimed priority of earlier French Applica- 
tion No. 98/04064 filed 26 March 1998. A Demand was timely 
filed on 6 October 1999. Accordingly, the The 20-month period 
for entering the United States as an Elected Office pursuant 
to 3 7 CFR 1.4 95 expired at midnight on 2 6 September 2 000. 
Since none of the elements required for entry into the 
national stage under 35 USC 371(c) were filed by that date, 
the International application became abandoned as to the 
United States on 27 September 2000. 

Petitioners hereby state that the entire delay in 
filing the required reply from the due date for the reply
